Facts Needed!

Census Bureau Officials, it is re- 
ported from Washington, are pro- 
posing that the customary ten-year 
count of our population and re- 
sources be taken this Fall, instead 
of waiting until 1940. 

They believe that information thus 
gained could prove helpful in form- 
ulating a practical policy in the 
distribution of Government relief 
funds. 


Whether or not this change would 
have the desired effect only actual 
experience could tell. But the great 
need of a practical basis of facts 
for our huge relief program is widely 
recognized. 

The responsibility for adequate 
help to the jobless and other un- 
fortunates is acknowledged by all 
Americans. They want them to 
have the required help. But they 
want that help applied through 
practical means, free not only from 
needless waste, but from even the 
suggestion of political favoritism, 
manipulation or control, and within 
the ability of the nation to pay. 


They believe that to achieve this 
end a reliable picture of actual con- 
ditions is essential. Such a picture 
has been hard to find. Reports of 
the number of our jobless are fre- 
quently contradictory. Records of 
those in actual want are similarly 
vague. 

When the real facts are known a 
definite program can be approved 
by all. 

Perhaps the process of moving up 
the census date will supply those 
facts. If so, it would win undoubted 
approbation from the great body of 
American citizens who willingly pay 
the bills, but who want to be as- 
sured that the money they supply 
is being spent in a way which will 
achieve the most effective results. 


They want their money’s worth— 
not for themselves, but for the fami- 
ties whom the billions of relief dol- 
Jars are collected to help. 

Such a relief program—based on 
actual facts—would help more than 
its needy beneficiaries. By decreas- 
ing waste and confusion it could 
speed our entire nation along the 
road to sound and lasting recovery. 
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California Sales Tax 
Is Proven Effective 


California’s retail sales tax is 
the most effective of any such tax 
levied in the United States. 

This was evident in @ report 
prepared by the research division 
of the Illinois state department 
of finance, comparing results ob- 
tained in the twelve states in 
which sales taxes are in force. 
Using figures for the last fiscal 
year, the report showed that Cal- 
ifornia was far ahead from the 
standpoint of gross collections, 
with a total of approximately $73, 
000,000. Compared with this, il- 
inois, which also has a 3 per cent 
tax, collected only $64,000,000 in- 
cluding levies on food and gasoline 
sales. If these items were includ- 
ed in the California tax, the total 
for the year under consideration 
would lave been approximately 
$91,000,000 state board of equali- 
zation officials estimated. 

Ohio and Michigan, both with 3 
per cent levies, were far below 
California in collections. Of the 
four states using the same rate, 
Ohio and Illinois have populations 
well above that of California, 
while Michigan’s is slightly less. 

From the standpoint of admin- 
istrative cost, California was be- 
low the average with a rate of 
2.39 per cent. 

California was also far in front 
with a per capita tax collection of 
$12.86, and the amount of sale 
taxed per capita totaled $428.66, 
the report indicated. Michigan ap- 
proached California more closely 
than any other state, with a per 
capita collection of $9.43.

“During the sales, a double check 
on all transactions is made by two 
clerks to avoid errors in accounting, 
either to shippers or buyers. Once 
the sale is made, copies of all docu- 
ments involved are furnished to the 
sellers and the buyers. 

“The publication of auction prices 
following the sales helps dealers by 
moving the fruit more rapidly, and 
acts as a protection to the retailers, 
the grower who produced the fruit 
or vegetables, and the consumer 
who buys them.’’

For Co-op Program 


Approximately $700,000 will 
of this month to California farm- 
ers for their cooperation in the 
1936 Agricultural C onservation 
Program, according to word re- 
| ceived from headquarters of the 
| State Agricultural Conservation 
Committee in Berkeley. Payments 
are being made from the San 
| Francisco branch of the U. S. 


| Treasury. 
This total covers about 9,000 
| applications which have been cer- 
| tified for payment by the State 
| Committee office. Applications 
for payments under the 1936 pro- 
gram are now being received in 
lthe State Committee office at the 
| rate of about 1,200 a week and an 
average of 200 are being certi- 
| fied for payment daily. 
} Completion of the work sheet

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Big City Fruit Demand 
Supplied by Auctions 

DETROIT, MICH.—More than 80 
per cent of the citrus fruit and 54 
per cent of the deciduous fruit mar- 
keted in ten leading cities of the 
United States annually is sold 
through auctions, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the American 
Fruit and Produce Auction Associ- 
ation. 

“Because of the large volume of 
fruit and produce sold by this meth- 
od,’’ says a bulletin issued by the 
association, ‘‘the auction markets 
are ‘barometers’ which indicate the 
general market price which various 
commodities bring.” 

Marked increase in the volume of 
fruits and vegetables sold by auc- 
tion in the past ten years, the bul- 
letin says, has helped toward im- 
proved methods of distribution.
